Engineers Work To Give 


Viking II Communications 


PASADENA, Calif. (UPI) — 
Engineers worked around the 
clock to give Viking 2 a voice 
from the surface of Mars to 
earth today by restoring the 
communications capability of 
its orbiting radio relay satellite. 
The nation’s second space­ 
craft 
on 
Mars 
made 
a 
harrowing but “fabulously ex­ 
citing" touchdown late Friday 
in an area where fogs and 
frosts suggest there is enough 
m oisture to support M artian 
life if it exists 


The communications problem 
with its orbiting mother craft 
blacked 
out 
details 
of 
the 
landing and delayed transm is­ 
sion of its first pictures to 
earth. 


Seconds after separation of 
the lander from the orbiter, 


something caused the mother 
craft to twist seven degrees 
from its proper attitude and 
turned its main antenna away 
from earth. The orbiter stopped 
relaying data from the lander 
to earth 229 million miles away. 
The 
only 
indication 
the 
second Viking robot was on the 
surface of Mars came in a 
quick data feed showing the 
lander’s radio had 
switched 
from a slow to a higher rate of 
transmission. That confirmed 
the lander was in good shape. 
Even though the communica­ 
tions link with earth was lost, 
the landing sequence continued. 
" It’s fabulously exciting. The 
greatest 
thing,” 
Dr. 
Carl 
Sagan, 
an 
astronomer 
and 
member of the Viking flight 
team, told UPI when landing 
was confirmed.

was some chance I might be 
here by myself.” 
Martin said the radio relay 
problem 
apparently

bearings on the star Vega, used 
as a navigational target. 
When 
the 
large 
antenna 
moved from its position facing 
earth, a smaller antenna took 
over but it could transmit data 
back only at the speed of 8 1-3 
bits of information a second 
compared 
with 
the 
normal 
10,000-bit per second rate. 


LONDON (UPI) — Secretary 
of State Henry Kissinger today 
opens a diplomatic drive to get 
black and white agreement on 
conditions that would let him 
try to negotiate an end to the 
threat of war across southern 
Africa. 


Kissinger scheduled meetings 
with 
British 
officials 
today 
before 
flying to Zurich 
for 
weekend 
talks 
with 
Prime 
Minister John Vorster of South 
Africa, leader of the white 
forces. 
Kissinger was meeting Vorst­ 
er today, Sunday and Monday 
and then returning to London 
for a late afternoon meeting 
with British Prime Minister 
Jam es Callaghan. 
A senior U.S. official travell­ 
ing in the Kissinger party said 
Vorster was expected to signal 
enough compromise to open the 
way for Kissinger to negotiate 
later with black African lea­ 
ders. 
In Dar-es-Salaam, President 
Julius Nyrere of Tanzania has 
summoned 
leaders 
of 
the 
African states and liberation 
movements battling white rule 
in Rhodesia and South Africa’s 
trust 
territory 
of 
Namibia 
(South-West 
Africa) 
for 
a 
meeting Sunday. 
Kissinger’s plan depends not 
only on V orster signaling a 
willingness to compromise but 
on the Dar-es-Salaam meeting 
resulting in the African leaders 
showing the same spirit. 


Should the Zurich and Dar-es- 
Salaam meetings go the way of 
Kissinger’s planning he will fly 
to Africa, after a return to 
Washington, and bring to that 
continent the shuttle diplomacy 
techniques he has used for four 
years in the Middle East. 
At 
issue 
were 
Rhodesia, 
where Kissinger aimed at a 
peaceful transfer of power from 
the minority white regime of 
Premier Ian Smith to the black 
majority, and Namibia, where 
black nationalists have spurned 
an offer for South Africa to 
grant them 
independence in 
1978. 
Both sides have warned that 
failure 
of 
diplomacy 
could 
produce continental bloodshed. 
Kissinger had been expected 
to fly from the Vorster talks, 
via London, to Africa. But he 
dramatically changed his plans 
when weeks of secret work with 
Nyrere and President Kenneth 
Kaunda of Zambia produced 
the Dar-es-Salaam meeting. 
The senior U S official said 
the big question in 
Dar-es 
Salaam was whether Nyrere’s 
Tanzania, 
Kaunda’s Zambia. 
Mozambique 
and 
Botswana, 
could get unity for negotiations 
from the four liberation move­ 
ments in Rhodesia and the two 
in Namibia. 
Failure of the Africans to 
unify could nullify hopes for a 
diplomatic settlement just as 
much as a refusal to compro 
mise by Vorster could, the 
official said.

U.S. Geological Service. When 
he left the city in the early 
1920s, his daughter put the boat 
up for sale. The best offer she 
got was $500. 
Today it is not for sale. To 
duplicate it would probably cost 
$30,000 or $40,000, Baxter said. 
But he pointed out that you 
couldn’t 
really 
duplicate 
it 
because you couldn’t get the 
fittings. Most of her hardware 
and lighting is original. 
“It wouldn’t be any good to 
anyone who didn’t understand it 
and take care of it,” he said. 
“Without proper care, without 
really taking the trouble to 
understand how the boat acts 
and what not, they’d probably 
wreck it within a very short 
time. 
“Amycita belongs to a classic 
type, out that classic type was 
really before production types 
were made. 
“Various boats were made 
like 
this

general 
features. It was common from 
about 1880 to about 1910. If you 
had a motor boat, it very likely 
would be a boat like this, if it 
were a fairly large boat. They 
were 
made 
to 
order 
or 
homemade. 
“Work boats and passenger- 
carrying launches also were 
made like this. 
“The basic features of the 
type are the canoelike hull and 
the high trunk cabin with the 
large windows, suggestive of an 
old-fashioned 
trolley car 
— 
sometimes called a ‘horse car 
launch.’ 


“These 
(boats) 
are 
very 
shiplike. 
The 
glass 
cabin 
launches were made by people 
who 
were 
more 
dedicated 
boatmen. At that time it wasn’t 
the popular sport that it is now, 
so that people who were in it 
were really much more dedicat­ 
ed and they knew about ships 
and 
steamboats 
and 
they 
wanted 
to 
duplicate 
their 
features.” And then, proudly,’- 
’So it is a very salty boat you 
might say.” 
Baxter, with the Woods Hole 
Oceanographic Institution, stu­ 
dies 
underwater

underwater life. His boat is 
near where he works, in the 
water year round. “I have 
lunch on her and I work on her 
practically year round.” 
He inherited the boat from 
his father. During World War 
II, with the gas shortage, she 
lay, neglected, at the dock.

When Frederick Leslie Ran­ 
some was in his 20s, he built a 
25-foot sloop.

The operations budget included $30.5 million for 1977-

Lamdini said he hoped the legislature would approve 
the budget because it was “vital the cost to students and 
their parents be kept at a very minimum.”

Why are bargains and sales so 
appealing? The seller seem s to 
play the role of the authority 
figure—perhaps a teacher or 
parent.

Fortunate 


Drought has tightened its grip on the upper Mid­ 
west and the far west, sparking forest fires in several 
states and stunting farm er’s crops. 
In the upper peninsula of Michigan, a month-old 
fire that has already devastated 41,000 acres of land is 
still raging, and firefighters plan to deliberately set 
fire to 35,000 acres to try to bring the blaze under 
control. The U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service of 
Michigan said the blaze, the worst in Michigan in 65 
years, could end up bringing the entire northern 
peninsula to it’s knees. 


It is just not the Michigan people who are suffering 
from the drought. A rapidly spreading fire, fanned by 
gusty winds, burned out of control last week over 
2,000 acres of forest and brush in Nebraska near the 
Nebraska National Forest in the northwest section of 
the state. Firefighters are also having a tough time in 
Northern Minnesota. 


In the west, California state foresters said a 
prolonged drought has turned their state into a virtual 
tinderbox. The forest fire potential 
is high in 
Colorado, Wyoming, and Wisconsin, and the National 
Weather Service warned Labor Day vacationers to 
use extreme caution while camping in the woods. 


South Dakota, particularly in the northeastern area 
of the state, is 12 inches behind their normal rainfall. 
Crop and livestock losses have been estimated at 
more than I billion dollars. 


Minnesota farmers will bank only about half what 
they have in the past, according to officials there. In 
Wisconsin, Governor Patrick J. Lucey has asked for 
disaster aid for 46 counties. Statewide, farmers are 
estimated to have lost over a half a billion dollars 
worth of crops and livestock. Hopes for a record corn 
harvest in Iowa has been shattered as that state has 
had the lowest rainfall figure this year than in the 
past 104 years. Fortunately, most of Iowa’s losses this 
year will be offset by a large domestic reserve. 


Undoubtedly these high losses will be absorbed by 
more than just the farm ers, who will be hurt at the 
source. Consumers will also feel the effects of the 
drought, in higher food and meat prices at the 
supermarket counter. It makes it tough on everyone. 
Fortunately, Indiana has not been hard-hit by the 
drought, and periodic rains has not forced Governor 
Bowen to seek disaster relief for Hoosier farmers. It 
looks as if nothing will affect the yield this year for 
the Indiana farmer, although the possibility of blight 
is causing some problems. 
Rain has become an important commodity for 
many, and it has been an important commodity for 
farmers since time began. We here in Indiana are 
fortunate to have experienced good weather over the 
past summer months.

Inflation H edge? 


Bv ED W ARD W. BA SSETT 
N EW YO RK (U P I) — T h ere’s a com m on 
link between President Theodore Roosevelt, 
King Farou k of Egyp t and Steven M arkoff 
— a one-of-a-kind $20 gold piece insured for 
$1 million and reputed to be the w orld’s 
m ost valuable coin. 
The double eagle gold piece, p art of a $5 
million, 
45-coin 
c o l l e c t i o n , 
was 
com m issioned 
by 
Roosevelt 
in 
1907 
but 
never put into circulation. It disappeared 
until the 1930s. when it showed up in the 
e state of an en g rav er for the U.S. Mint. 
It later w as sold to a California collector, 
who in turn sold it to Farouk for $9,900 and 
then 
bought 
it 
back 
from 
the 
king’s 
collection 
for 
$3,400 
after 
Farou k 
was 
o v e rth ro w n 
in 
1952. 
In 
1956, 
it 
was 
bought 
by 
D r. 
J .E . 
Wilkison. His 45-piece collection w as sold for 
an undiclosed price in 1973 and resold two 
months ago to Markoff. 
M ultimillion-dollar acquisitions a re n ’t new 
to M arkoff’s firm , A-Mark Coin Co. Inc. In 
Ja n u a ry , the firm bought the 12-ton. 407.000- 
piece Redfield Silver Dollar collection for 
$7.3 million at a public auction in Reno, Nev. 
D espite the present 32-month low in the 
international gold m ark et. M arkoff feels the 
precious 
m etal 
is 
"an 
insurance 
policy 
against inflation” certain "to get w o rse.” 


M arkoff predicted th at, although “ th ere’s 
been a slight softening” in the ra re coin 
m ark et, "you will see the day when the 
Bank of A m erica, 
the 
C hase 
M anhattan 
Bank and the City Bank of New York will 
retail gold coins acro ss the co u n ter.” 
His firm of only five persons does an 
annual volum e of $100 m illion, he said. Only 
IO per cent of the firm ’s business is ra re 
coins. The rest is in the m ore com m on gold 
“ bullion coins” being m inted 
by several 
countries. 
The 32-year-old com pany ch airm an , who 
started collecting coins when he w as ll, said 
it “ is significant that a con servative Bank 
like 
the 
G irard 
Bank 
and 
Trust 
of 
Philadelphia” 
would 
loan 
his 
firm 
$4.9 
million to buy the Redfield collection. 
M ajor European banks h ave been dealing 
in gold coins for y ears. He said that since it 
b ecam e legal for A m ericans to own gold in 
D ecem b er, 1974. the City Bank of New York 
has set up a gold depository and the F irst 
National Bank of Chicago has begun selling 
gold coins. 


In the end, the coins “ wind up in the hands 
of the public,” said M arkoff, who believes 
“ coins have easily outdone the Dow Jones 
and the ra te of inflation over the long term 
of IO y ears or so .”
